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Supreme Court upholds schools' right to paddle 


School officials Monday said they 


expect no increase in the amount of 
paddling in local schools now that the 
U.S. Supremo Court has upheld the 
right of schools to use corporal pun- 
ishment. 


The high court, in a brief order 


Monday, refused to overturn an ap- 
peals court decision on a case of a' 
G l b s o n v i l l c , N.C., woman who 
claimed her son was subjected to 
"cruel and unusual punishment" 
when ho was paddled by his teacher. 


Virginia Baker filed suit in 1973 af- 


ter her son, then in the sixth grade, 
was paddled on the buttocks with a 
wooden drawer divider after he threw 


a ball in violation of school rules. 


THE APPEALS COURT rejected 


Mrs. Baker's'claim that her sen was 
subjected to "cruel and unusual pun- 
ishment" in violation of the Con- 
stitution. 


The court sold "reasonable-corporal 


punishment for disciplinary purposes" 
is permissible, but said, "except for 
those acts of misconduct which are so 
antisocial or disruptive in nature as to 
shock the conscience" the student 
must be given certain due process 
rights. 


Corporal punishment has been ruled 


legal by numerous court decisions in 
Illinois. A move by the Illinois Gener- 


al Assembly to outlaw the practice 


, was defeated last spring. 
• 
The Illinois Office of Education has 


a rule which says a parent may spec- 
ifically forbid school officials to use 
corporal punishment on his child. Offi- 
cials of the state office did not com- 
ment Monday on what effect the court 
ruling will have on that rule. 


Several local school officials said 


their districts have written policies 
against corporal punishment or ac- 
tively discourage its use. Supt. Roger 
Bardwell of Elk Grove Township Dist. 
59 said, "We discourage that kind of 
way of solving problems of pupil be- 
havior," and said the court ruling 
would not change that. 


SUPT. EARL Suiter of Mount Pros- 


pect Dist. 57 said, "I wouldn't think it 
(the decision)- would have any sub- 
stantial effect on our operation. As a 
method of pupil control it (corporal 
punishment) has serious limitations. 
Ordinarily we would be hopeful that 
we would have more effective 
means." 


Supt. John Fridlund of River Trails 


Dist. 26 said that district makes no 
mention of corporal punishment in its 
discipline policies, but does say dis- 
cipline should have an "educational 
orientation" and "a basis in ration- 
ality." 


Fridlund said, "My first reaction is 


that (the court) decision is a good de- 
cision that makes the school respon- 
sible for the behavior of students 
aside from the question of corporal 
punishmeht." 


Several school officials said, the 


need for a teacher to physically re- 
strain a student during a fight is much 
more likely to occur than corporal 
punishment. 


Bruce Altergott, associate superin- 


tendent for High School Dist. 211, 
said, "As a general rule we do not 
believe in corporal punishment," but 
said a student may be restrained for 
his own protection or the protection of 
others.

The Arlington Heights Village 


Board will hold a special meeting to 
discuss a referendum to change the 
form of village government from at- 
large to district representation. 


Citing what ho called a "ground 


swell of support" for the change, Vil- 
lage Pros. James T. Ryan urged the 
board to schedule the referendum re- 
gardless of their personal feelings on 
the controversial question. 


The special meeting is expected 


within two to three weeks and likely 
will draw comments from leading citi- 
zens who have voiced opinions in the 
past on the issue. 


"It's not so important how individ- 


ual trustees feel pro or con, but rather 
that we be in consort in allowing our 
citizens to choose. I don't think any- 
thing could be more democratic than 
that," Ryan sold. 


A CHANGE TO electing trustees 


from specific geographic districts 
rather than from the village at large 
was a major plank in Ryan's April 
campaign platform. 


"We are no longer a town of 10,000 


people. We are fast approaching 
30,000 people living within a great 
number of square miles," he said.

Suburbs lose veto power in county

Suburbanites, lost their power to 


veto county government spending 
Monday when county commissioners 
from Chicago outmaneuvered subur- 
ban board members. 


The county board adopted an ordi- 


nance which changed the two-thirds 
vote required for major expenditures 
to a simple majority. 


The changes leave the six subur- 


ban commissioners with no power to 
force compromise on the 10 county 


• Democratic commissioners. It brings 
to-an end''a one-year period in which 
suburban commissioners theoretically 
were able to 'veto expenditures of 
more than $5,000, as long as they 
voted as a bloc. 


The ordinance change wipes out any 


benefit suburban residents received 
when a sixth suburban seat was 
created.' 


THE FIVE Republican commission- 


ers who attended Monday's board 
meeting said they would meet with 
c o u n t y State's Attorney Bernard 
Carey to determine whether a lawsuit 
could successfully overturn the ordi- 
nance. 


The vote to change the two-thirds 


vote for spending followed party lines. 


Immediate effects of the ordinance 


will include scuttling a Republican 
plan to force major cuts in the 1076 
county budget to be approved in De- 
c e m b e r. Suburban commissioners 
said Monday that without their six- 
seat veto they will not be able to stop 
any specific appropriation. 


"What impact can you have on the 


budget if you're robbed of your 


vote?" Comr. Carl Hansen of Mount 
Prospect said after the meeting. 


Comr. Mary McDonald said the or- 


dinance was unjust because more 
than half of the county's tax revenue 
comes from suburban areas.

Dist. 23 teachers, board OK contract

Teachers and board members in 


Prospect Heights Dist. 23 approved a 
1975-76'salary settlement in separate 
meetings Monday. 


Teachers voted 50-16 Monday after- 


noon to accept a $90,000 increase in 
money spent for merit and across-the- 
board raises, said Kenneth Bates, 


chief spokesman for the teacher nego- 
tiating team. 


The money will be divided to pro- 


vide all veteran Dist. 23 teachers with 
a 6 per cent across-the-board raise, 
plus a merit award of $489, $390, or 
$235, depending on the level of their 
evaluations last year, Bates said. 


NEW TEACHERS will now start at 


a base salary of $8,950 with a bach- 
elor's degree and no experience, or at 
$9,502 with a master's degree and no 
experience. 


IN ADDITION to the $90,000 salary 


settlement, the agreement will pro- 
vide teachers with 21.5 per cent of any 
additional state aid the district receiv- 
es over and above the $902,000 district

The village's Bicentennial commission has unani- 


mously backed a proposal to buy a bull and two heifers 
for $4,500 from a Marengo, 01., buffalo breeder to cele- 
brate the nation's 200th birthday. 


Tom Fitzgerald, chairman of-the bicentennial com- 


mission, said Wednesday the group will work toward 
purchase of the animals, provided It can raise the nec- 
essary funds. 
- "We're still In the planning stage on this," said Fitz- 
gerald "But we'd like to get several fundraising . 
events going so we can buy them. We feel,the village 
should have its own buffalo." 


FITZGERALD SAID John. Banghart, the Marengo 


buffalo dealer, has quoted the group a price of $4,500 
for the three animals.. 


While the commission Is working with the village on 


the project, plans do not call for tax money to be used. 
Fitzgerald said the animals should be purchased from 
funds raised specifically for the project. 


"This Is not .the kind of thing that we should dip into 


the village coffers for," said Fitzgerald. "We'd like to 
be able to raise all of the money from contributions." 


Fitzgerald said the commission plans to discuss pos- 


sible fundraising activities at Its Nov. 20 meeting.

Northwest suburbs. 


Fulle, 666 Laurel, DCS Plalncs, was 


charged Feb. 13 with seven counts of 
extortion, perjury and Income tax 
fraud by a Federal grand jury. 


Hoffmann opened the trial before 


U.S. DIst. Court Judge Bernard M. 
Decker by outlining a scries of seven 
payoffs from developer Thomas Ori- 
gcr to Fullo from 1966 to 1970 and two 
payoffs from contractor William J. 
Adams in 1070. 


FULLE, A COUNTY board member 


since 1086 and chairman of the county 
Republican party organization, used 
power to defer rczonlng petitions until 
(ho two contractors agreed to payoff 
demands, Hoffmann said. 


Fulle Is the highest GOP official In- 


dicted by former U.S. Atty. James 


Thompson, who is now a Republican 
party candidate for governor. 


Fullo .began a series of extortion de- 


mands In 1066 when Orlgcr petitioned 
for multiple-family zoning of 7.5 acres 
In Maine Township. 


"Fullo said he knew the Democrats 


wore getting big money. Origer said, 
•That's true about $5,000.' Mrs. Fulle 
asked for half," Hoffmann said. 


"What arc the Democrats getting?" 


Fulle asked In September 1067 when 
Orlgcr petitioned for rezonlng of 18 
acres in the Northwest suburbs, Hoff- 
mann said.

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U.S., Soviets reach grain sale accord 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 


Ford announced Monday the United 
States' and the Soviet Union have 
sealed a flvo-ycar agreement provid- 
ing for U.S. groin sales to Russia but 
are still negotiating possible U.S. pur- 
chases of Soviet oil. 


Tho grain agreement, negotiated in 


Moscow, provides for a minimum So- 
viet purchase of 6 million to 8 million 
tons a year over five years starting 
Oct 1,1976. Ford said it represents $1 
billion in annual export revenues. 


Tho pact will also provide an "es- 


cape clause" for the United States 


should crop production fall short of 
need. 


Ford also released a "letter of in- 


tent" with the Russians which says 
negotiations will resume this month 
for American purchase of 200,000 bar- 
rels of Soviet crude oil and petroleum 
products. 


However, FEA Administrator Frank 


Zarb told reporters the crucial point 
is the price at which the oil will be 
sold and made it clear the United 
States wants "favorable" prices, pre- 
sumably lower than the going world 
rate. 


As a result of the grain agreement, 


Ford lifted an embargo on grain ship- 
ments to the Soviet Union that was 
placed in effect last August after the 
Russians had purchased' 9.8 million 
tons of American wheat and corn. 


Agriculture Secretary Earl Butz 


said the Russians will be free to pur- 
chase grain from the current crop and 
estimated they may buy as much as 7 
million additional tons before the 
long-term soles agreement takes ef- 
fect next fall. 


The deal was negotiated partly be- 


cause of a public outcry by AFL-CIO 


unions that the Soviet grain purchases 
were forcing up domestic food prices. 


Ford's decision to seek a long-term' 


agreement, announced last Sept. 11, 
convinced the AFL-CIO longshoreman 
to suspend a boycott against loading 
the Soviet-bought grain onto ships. 


AFL-CIO President George Meany 


quickly declared after Ford's an- 
nouncement that the longshoremen 
were pleased with the agreement and 
their boycott "has been terminated." 


"This is good news for American 


consumers and farmers," 
Meany 


said. 


In a statement, Ford said the agree- 


ment "promotes American economic 
stability" and "represents a positive 
step in our relations with the Soviet 
Union." 


"In" this constructive spirit," he 


said, "the two governments have also 
committed themselves to begin de- 
tailed negotiations on mutually benefi- 
cial terms for a five-year agreement 
for the purchase of Soviet oil." 


Ford said the American people will 


benefit from the grain agreement be- 
cause it provides for regular and or- 
derly Russian purchases of wheat and 
corn between the fall of 1976 and the 
fall of 1981. 


Butz said the effect on bread and 


other domestic food prices will be 
"negligible," even if the Soviets buy 7 
million tons more wheat and corn this 
crop year. 


Ford said among the things the 


grain pact will provide are a stable, 
longterm foreign market; a more 
stable flow of payments from abroad; 
assurances to the American farmer 
the Soviets will be a regular buyer of 
grain at market prices; increased in- 
centives for full production by the 
farmer, and increased Job opportu- 
nities for American 
transportation 


workers and seamen.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Income 


tax rebates and cosing Inflation boost- 
ed the national economy this summer 
to Its biggest quarterly gain in more 
than 20 years, the Commerce Depart- 
ment said Monday.

GNP measures thp dollar value of 


all the production of farms, factories, 
mines and utilities and the services of 
government employes, doctors, bank 
tellers, Insurance salesmen, dry clea- 
ners and other nonproduction work- 
ers. 


The GNP gain occurred primarily 


because consumers dipped into sav- 
ings buoyed by tax rebates and $50 
Social Security bonuses to buy du-

The indictment 
named tho suspects as Gary Steven DcSure, 32, of Warm Springs, 
Mont., and Preston Michael Mauo, 24, of Warren County Va.

Pate said consumers banked the 


money at first, which sent the savings 
rate up to an unusually high 10.6 per 
cent in the second quarter. But they 
began spending — reflected in a dip in 
the savings rate to 7.7 per cent in the 
third quarter — when auto prices 
dropped and other sales bargains 
were offered. 


Higher sales boosted corporate prof- 


its, encouraging business to increase 
its investments hi future production, 
Pato told reporters. 


The real GNP was estimated at 


$804.6 billion at the end of the July- 
September quarter. That was up from 
$783.6 billion in the second quarter, 
which had improved only 1.9 per cent 
from the first quarter when the nation 
was nearing the end of the worst re- 
cession since the 1930s. 


Contributing to the second con- 


secutive quarterly rise in GNP was 
easing inflation that enabled con- 
sumers and investors to get more for 
their money. All consumer and busi- 
ness prices combined for GNP pur- 
poses increased 5 per cent in the third 
quarter, down from 5.1 per cent in the 
second quarter and 9 per cent in the 
first quarter. 


When Inflation is added, the Com- 


merce Department said the GNP in- 
creased 16.7 per cent to $1.498 trillion. 
It was the biggest increase since the 
18.9 per cent rise in the first quarter 
of 1951 during the Korean War. 


Commerce Secretary Rogers C. B. 


Morton said the improvement raised 
p r o s p e c t s for "continued strong 
growth in jobs, incomes and profits as 
well as for continued moderation in 
the rate of inflation."

Some 43 persons were killed and scores 
injured in the two-train crash. 


Mexico subway trains crash; 43 die 


MEXICO CITY (UPI) - A speeding 


subway train smashed into the rear of 
a second train stalled in a Mexico 
City subway station Monday, killing 
at least 43 persons and injuring scores 
more, authorities reported. 


It was the worst subway disaster 


since the system was opened in 1969. 


The final death count in the mid- 


morning tragedy was uncertain. But 
Carlos Silva, commander of the gov- 
ernment-controlled ambulance fleet, 
said he personally counted 43 bodies 
taken from the twisted wreckage. 


A police official on the scene said 


there were "more bodies inside" and 


expressed fears that the death toll 
could rise to 50 or even higher. 


A small army of emergency work- 


ers — at least 300 — poured into the 
crash site to pull out the dead and 
injured from the twisted wreckage. 


Residents in the area donated 


sheets and blankets to rescue workers 
who threw them over bodies as they 
were brought out and piled into ambu- 
lances. One passenger rescued alive 
• was o months-old infant. 


Police said they were told by survi- 


vors that a passenger had pulled the 
emergency cord in the first train just 
as it was about to pull out of the sta- 


tion, stalling it on the tracks. 


However, police said, It was not 


known why the engineer of the oncom- 
ing train did not receive some sort of 
signal showing that o train was still in 
the station ahead. 


Gomez Zavala, 39, a worker in a 


paper plant overlooking the station, 
said: 


"I heard the brakes squeal, looked 


out, saw sparks from under the on- 
coming train. There was a brief flame 
as it hit, but it died out. Three guys 
climbed out of a window of the stop- 
ped train, streaming blood. They all 
walked about 20 yards and fell flat In 
the street." 


Cut in gasoline supply scrapped 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - House and 


Senate conferees voted Monday to 
scrap a provision to reduce gasoline 
consumption by cutting- service sta- 
tion supplies, but agreed to require 
automobiles to meet gasoline mileage 
goals. 
. While the conferees voted, Federal 
Energy Administrator Frank G. Zarb 
told reporters the nation is worse off 
now than before the 1973-74 Arab oil 
embargo that put the phrase "energy 
crisis" into the doily language. 


The conferees sought to eliminate 


differences between House and Senate 
versions of energy bills as a reply to 
President Fordjs energy program. 
The legislation would authorize gaso- 
line rationing, require some con- 
servation actions, and keep a lid on 
oil prices. 


Conferees voted to delete from the 


bill a section that would have kept the 
flow of gasoline to service stations at 
or below tho 1973-74 level — when sta- 
tions had trouble getting gas during 
the oil embargo — as a means of re- 
ducing consumption. 


Israeli border patrol hit 
by Syrian troop gunfire 


JERUSALEM (UPI) - Shots were 


fired from Syrian territory at an Is- 
raeli border patrol on the Golan 
Heights Monday for the first time hi 
at least six months, military sources 
said. 


A spokesman for the Israeli mili- 


tary command said none of the sol- 
diers was hit by the small arms fire. 
The command said the shooting took 
place at dawn close to the cease-fire 
line near the village of Masadeh. 


Tlie sources said the soldiers could 


not see who was firing at them and' 
did not return the shots. 


In Damascus, a Syrian military 


spokesman said Syrian troops clashed 
with .an Israeli patrol Monday and 
wounded four Israeli soldiers. He said 
the Syrians suffered nd casualties in 
the clash near Quneitra. 


According to the sources, at least 


six months .have elapsed since there 
has been,any firing from across the 
Syrian border. 


Israeli forces last week shot and^ 


killed two Syrian shepherds who' 
crossed the United Nations cease-fire,, 
line on the' Golan Heights. 


Earlier1, Israel's'Foreign Minister 


Ylgol Alton warned that the U.N. had 
come one step closer to suicide with 


the passage by a U.N. committee with 
resolution equating Zionism with rac- 
ism.

That shows "there is a 
vote being generated in the show- 
room." 


In Milford, Mich., however, a top 


General Motors Corp. executive, How- 
ard Kehrl, said at least part of the 
automobile fuel economy gains of the 
past two years will disappear by 1978 
because of federally mandated clean 
air standards. 


Kehrl, an executive vice president, 


said stiffen standards for 1977 cars 
would cause a fuel economy loss on 
individual models. But he said the 
firm's overall fuel economy average 
probably will increase slightly be- 
cause GM will sell more small cars. 


In the case of cars sold In Califor- 


nia, already suffering a 10 per cent 
fuel economy loss compared with 
those in the other 49. states, Kehrl 
said, the penalty could amount to as 
much as 20 per cent next year. 


A» for fuel economy penalties in 


1978, he said, "It could be anywhere 
from going out of business to none be- 
cause we simply don't know how to 
meet those standards."

Angela "Anglo" Spacone delivers 


mall five days a week, and she has 
the dog-blto scars to prove It. 


The spunky letter carrier prefers to 


bo called a mailman, doesn't mind 
mall-lady. "Mall-person doesn't mean 
anything," sputters Angle. 


Five feet and one-half Inch tall and 


not much over 100 pounds, Miss Spa- 
cone does everything any other post- 
man docs. And she doesn't hato dogs. 
She's just very, very wary of them. 


"You can figure you'll meet up with 


at least ono unfriendly dog on any 
new route," sho explains her caution. 
(A full-time substitute carrier, Angela 
doesn't walk a regular route yet.) 


Anglo's grandfather is a retired 


mailman. Ho had hoped ono grand- 
child would follow in his footsteps, ha 
said, but ha didn't expect it would bo 
his granddaughter! Cramp's ono com- 
plaint about the job he loved? Dogs. 


ANGIE CAN'T explain the canine's 


aversion to mnilmcn. She has a pet of 
her own, Lady, a German shepherd of 
whom sho Is very fond. The Spaconcs 
put Lady out of sight when their mail- 
man comes around. "She hates mail- 
men," Anglo laughs ruefully. 


The mail-lady concedes it might be 


the uniform, or the mailbag that sets 


a dog's teeth on edge, but she's not 
sure. She just knows unfriendly dogs 
frighten her... for good reason. 


It would make Miss Spacone's and 


every mailman's job easier if pet 
owners would hold their dogs, keep 
them tied or In the house when the 
postman comes, she says. And though 
big dogs seem more threatening, that 
advice goes for small pooches, too. 
"They all bite! "says Angle. 


Mailmen arc not required to deliver 


mall where a dog is running loose and 
unattended. Angle doesn't. Confronted 
with a growling dog, she stops dead, 
keeps her cyo on the dog and slowly 
backs away. It takes time to get out 
the dog repellent spray she carries, 
and she thinks the movement might 
trigger a nervous dog to attack. 


WHY WOULD A winsome 26-year- 


old who planned to be an accountant 
choose to brave people's pets and the 
elements for a career? At first she 
just needed a job. Now Angela likes 
the work better than anything she's 
ever done. 


She studied accounting at Harper 


College and Northern Illinois Univer- 
sity, has worked In telephone informa- 
tion, as a receptionist, factory worker 
and bookkeeper. "Book work Is too 
dry for me!" 


Working outdoors is much more to 


Angle's liking. Walking keeps her 
healthy, and she likes being out on 
her own. 


Carrying mail is a good job for a 


girl, In her opinion, because men and 
women are paid the same wages with- 
out) any subtle role distinctions. And 
pay, benefits and retirement are good, 
and besides the job has a future. 
"Later on If I want to work indoors, I 
have the option to become a clerk 
without losing any benefits," she ex- 
plained. 


THE LACK OF tension (other than 


dogs and severe weather) also ap- 
peals to Angle. And despite that fa- 
miliar dally routine, each day is dif- 
ferent, sho says. 


The way people react to a girl in a 


mailman's uniform differs, for In- 
stance. Kids say, "HI mailman.'.' 
Then they giggle and remark, "Oh, 
it's a girl!" Fellows take a second 
look when they see she's a girl, and 
women look interested and smile or 
start a conversation, Angle reports. 


Angle's day starts early. She's up at 


6 or 6:30 and spends three hours "cas- 
ing out her route, or throwing the 
mail," tying up bundles and .loading 
the day's pieces on the truck. She 
parks her truck, loads her mailbag 
which generally weighs from 25 to 40 
pounds. 


"My feet and legs really hurt. I was 


dead!" Angela recalled her first two 
weeks walking a route. 


TOTING MORE THAN 1,000 pieces 


of which 200 to 500 are flats (maga- 
zines and newspapers), tiny Angle 
traverses a relay (one street or two 
small streets) before reloading her 
bag. 
, Hot weather or cold, stormy or 
bright, she delivers postal pieces five 
hours daily, five days a week. "You 
very seldom see a fat mailman," she 
comments wryly. 


On her days off Angle relaxes in her 


parents' Mount Prospect home where 
she lives with them and younger sib- 
lings. Because her mother is studying 
to be a teacher at De Lourdes Catho- 
lic College in Des Plaines, Angela 
helps clean house and cooks some. 
She enjoys quiet diversion such as 
TV, movies, sowing, embroidery and 
reading mystery novels, her favorite, 
"Ellcry Queen." She also likes putting 
together tiny ship models. 


How about dating? Marriage? Angle 


says she doesn't lose sleep over ei- 
ther. "At 20 when my friends were 
marrying, I got panicky. When I was 
22,1 felt what the heck? Now I am 26, 
if the right guy comes along, okay. I 
don't worry about it. I'm having too 
much fun!"

officials now say they expect to re- 
ceive, Bates said. 


If Gov. Daniel Walker's state educa- 


tion budget cuts are restored by the 
Illinois General Assembly, teachers 
could receive an additional $10,000 for 
across-the-board increases, Bates 
said. That money would be divided 
among teachers for one across-the- 
board raise payable in June. Those 
raises would vary between .08 and 
1.14 per cent, or about $120 per teach- 
er, Bates said. 


Board members unanimously ap- 


proved the salary package Monday 
night. Teacher and board negotiators 
will meet Wednesday to iron out final 
details. ' 


Once signed, the new salary agree- 


ment will be retroactive to the begin- 
ning of this school year. This is the 
second year of a two-year contract in 
which salary items could be renego- 
tiated.- Working conditions agreed 
upon last year remain the same. 


IN OTHER ACTION, at their spe- 


cial Monday meeting, the board ap- 
proved administrative raises amount- 
ing to an over-all 8.9 per cent increase 
in the' amount spent on salaries. Sala- 
ries for three central administrators 
and six principals will amount to 
$193,300. Last year, $184,500 was budg- 
eted for these salaries, but several 
new appointments have been made in 
administrative positions this year, re- 
sulting in several lower salaries. 


The board refused to make public 


the individual salaries earned by its 
administrators after Assistant Supt.

Little box turtle lives the longest 


Andy tend* a complete 20-volume- 


set of the Merit1 Students Encyclo- 
pedia to Henry K«y. 10, of Tucson, 
Aril., for his question: 
WHICH ANIMAL LIVES THE LONG- 
EST? 


An animal inherits his life span. If 


his grandparents and his great-great- 
great grandparents lived very Jong 
lives, then be can expect to do the 
same. Ho does not always get what ho 
expects. After all, ho may run into a 
fatal accident long before ho reaches 
his normal life span. 


There are at least a million differ- 


ent animals In the world and, barring 
accidents, each species can expect to 
live so long and no longer. They start 
out as youngsters, become mature 
parents, grow old and die. Elephants 
and other big animals tend to live a 
long time, but llfo span is not entirely 
related to size. 


For. example, an elephant can ex- 


pect to live about 60 years. The blue 
and red macaw, a parrot-type bird,' 
often lives to be 64. The long-legged 
ostrich, biggest bird in the world,. 
grows old and dies around the age of 
SO. An owl may live to be 24, and the 
splendid Canada goose may live to 
celebrate 32 birthdays. 


MARK TRAIL 


A little mouse Is an old-timer at the 


age of 2 and rarely lives much longer 
— unless he happens to-be a pam- 
pered, tome mouse. Most of the fish 
ore eaten long before they grow old, 
especially the small ones. Barring ac- 
cidents, n little seahorse may live sbc 
years, but a rainbow trout can expect 
only four years. 


A goldfish can expect to live 25 


years, and a big halibut may live 40 
years. So far as we know, the fish that 
usually lives the longest is the stur- 
geon, who may reach 50. Perhaps the 
bird with the longest life span is the 
raven, a.smart fellow who may reach 
70. 


A tiger may live 11 years, but a' 


lucky lion .may live to see 25. On the ' 
farm; tho sheep may live 15 years, the 
goats 10 years and the horses 30 
years. Even a wild zebra can expect 
to live 22 years. 


Some frogs live six years and the 


bullfrog .may live 15. But some of 
the reptiles live longer than amphibi- 
ans or fishes, birds or mammals. So 
far as we know the animals that live 
the longest are turtles.. Some of the 
huge turtles of the Galapagos Islands 
have been known to live almost a cen- 
tury. But the ordinary little box turtle 


may reach the ripe old age of 123. 


It is. not an easy job to figure out 


the various life spans of the different 
animals. Some tend to live longer In 
captivity, where they are protected 
and well fed. Birds and other wild ani-. 
mals can be banded and cheeked, but 
this task is enormous. At present, the 
oldest old-timer seems to be the box 
turtle. But maybe other animals can 
live even longer than 123 years.

HOW ARE EARTHQUAKES MADE? 


Earthquakes are made by the earth, 


which is a round ball as big as the 
whole world. We live on the outside 
crust, which is made of rocky and 
crumbly minerals. This outside layer 
is just a few miles thick, and under it 
there are other layers of different ma- 
terials. The center is made of hot, 
heavy metals. Earthquakes happen in 
the top crusty layer, just under our 
feet. 


They happen because the earth's 


crust does not fit very well. It is rath- 
er loose and broken up into huge 
chunks. Some of the chunks tend to 
slither around the globe, often in dlf- 
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ferent directions. Sometimes two, ed- 
ges rub together 'and pull apart'with 
a jerk. This is what makes an earth- 
quake happen. The great slabs ol mov- 
ing crust shiver and shake, up and 
down'and sideways — and so does the, 
ground under our feet.

When you mix good dance with bad 


dance you get to learn the difference 
between the two. And that is one rea- 
son why it is interesting to watch the 
Chicago Ballet, which is providing 
ample contrast during its current sec- 
ond season. 


The company is suffering from a 


lack of principal dancers, a fact that 
was painfully obvious last weekend as 
the troupe presented Its second pro- 
gram. Promising young dancers were 
cast irf roles way over their heads, 
and the result was an energetic but 
mostly unpolished performance. 


The program was primarily classi- 


cal, with only one piece capturing the 
magic that makes ballet exciting to 
watch. >The peasant pas de deux from 
"Giselle" danced by Suzanne Longley 
and Dorio Perez showed that the com- 
pany, at least in limited quantity, can 
tiompete 
with more prestigious

require candor 


The conclusion of life is a topic 


wo often find too fearful to dis- 
cuss with those most intimately 
involved — the dying and their 
families. 


Wo avoid acknowledging an 


impending death and often in- 
vent facile little disguises to cov- 
er what all know is inevitable. 


When death occurs, we mask 


our feelings about the ultimate 
rtuman crisis and often talk, in- 
stead, about little things. 


These arc human reactions to 


dying, resulting sometimes from 
cowardice but more often from 
compassion. 


There's mounting evidence, 


from the lips of dying persons, 
that this compassion sometimes 
may be misguided. 


That evidence should force a 


re-examination on the part of all 
of us of the wisest way to ap- 
proach our own de'aths and those 
of our loved ones. 


It is particularly important, 


RC believe, for the medical pro- 
fession to provide training for its 
members on the moral, ethical 
and emotional implications of 
discussing an impending death. 


We arc pleased that Northwest 


Community Hospital 
provided 


the opportunity last week for its 
staff to hear Lois Jaffe, a ter- 
minal leukemia patient, discuss 
this topic. 


Most terminally ill patients, 


she pointed out, end up relying 
on hospital staff members for 
support. Warmth and encour- 


agement provided by hospital 
workers are often a godsend for 
terminal patients. But some- 
times that most difficult 
com- 


modity in a crisis — candor — is 
what is really needed. 


"My depressions come at 2 


a.m.," Mrs. Jaffe told the North- 
west staff. "That's when I feel 
the most alone. That's when I 
am most aware that no matter 
how near and dear my family is, 
I must die alone." 


Aware of the nature of her ill- 


ness, Mrs. Jaffe has found she is 
least afraid of the "stroke of 
death." 


What she fears, she says, is 


being abandoned 
or isolated 


from her loved ones. 


"If there is anything I need as 


a dying patient, it's to talk about 
my sadnesses, anger and frus- 
trations." 


Many terminally ill patients 


are deprived of such consoling 
conversations simply because 
they, their doctors and families 
arc being too kind to each other 
to acknowledge dying. 


We do not suggest that every 


terminally ill patient, under ev- 
ery circumstance, needs to be 
informed of his condition. But 
we do believe more needs to be* 
known about the psychology of 
dying. 


And we do suggest that com- 


passion can be served in more 
cases by the frank acknowledg- 
ment — by medical specialists, 
family and patients — of this 
most sobering life experience.

Senate, Cabinet posts considered 
Rumsfeld political stock soars;

called 'unlikely' VP possibility 


by NBA/London Economist 


News Service 


WASHINGTON (LENS) - By tem- 


perament and habit Donald Rumsfeld, 
the coordinator of President Ford's 
White House, is well suited to ex- 
emplify (he "candor" that Ford has 
adopted as the hallmark of his style of 
government. Warm in manner, easy 
in expression, brisk, approachable, 
Rumsfeld has a style distinct from 
that of his immediate predecessors. 


He is also a politician whose ac- 


cumulated experienco is large for his 
age, 43, and whose future prospects 
can reasonably be thought bright. 


Rumsfeld served six and a half 


years as Republican congressman 
from the northern suburbs of Chicago. 
Then he became assistant and coun- 
selor to President Nixon, director of 
the Office of Economic Opportunity 
and of the Cost of Living Council, 
and finally ambassador to the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization, where 
he was when Gerald Ford took over 
the presidency in August of last year. 


Ford immediately asked Rumsfeld 


back to Washington to lead his transi- 
tion team. That done, Rumsfeld re- 
turned to Brussels. But by October, 
he was back in Washington in a more 
p e r m a n e n t way, having "very 
reluctantly" accepted the post of as- 
sistant to the president, this time to 
take charge of the White House staff. 


A history student from Chicago, 


R u m s f e l d was graduated from 
Princeton and became a naval air- 
man. After a while he decided against 
a military career and in 1957 became 
administrative assistant to Congress- 
man David Dennison, R-Ohlo, and 
then Joined the staff of Congressman 
Robert Griffin (now Republican whip 
in the Senate). 


In 1960, he went back to Chicago 


and into business. As he recalls, Con- 
gressman Peter Frelinghuysen of 
New Jersey advised it, pointing out 
that people who counted in Washing- 
ton were there because .they repre- 
sented somebody or something: "He 
advised me to come back when I 
found myself in that position," and so 
he did, when the first opportunity pre- 
sented itself, to fight for the Republi- 
can nomination and win the congres- 
sional election from the Thirteenth 
District of Illinois. 


While he describes himself as "con- 


servative essentially," his record does 
not altogether fit that of the con- 
servative politician. He voted for the 
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As the pressure of politics grew, he 


withdrew to his other functions in his 
White House post. In 1971 Nixon made 
him director of the Cost of Living 
Council, where he decidedly had to 
keep clear of politics and devote him- 
self to management. 


The job kept him at a distance from 


the 1972 reelection campaign, and 
that may have been an advantage. In 
the reorganization of the Nixon Ad- 
ministration that followed the election 
he was released from bondage and 
appointed ambassador to NATO, and 
so when the Watergate events began 
to unfold he was away in Brussels. He 
came back to serve a new president. 


Ford first noticed Rumsfeld in 1963, 


when, as a freshman congressman, he 
helped Ford to win a place on the 
H6use Republican conference com- 
mittee. Rumsfeld supported Ford 
again in 1965 to unseat Halleck as 
Republican leader in the House. 


Nearly 10 years later, Ford was un- 


expectedly president. He needed 
somebody to establish an orderly deci- 
sion process in the White House, 
which President Nixon's chain of 
command was not. 


Rumsfeld is usually credited with 


great shrewdness in making his ca- 
reer choices. He gives the credit to 
chance. "There has been no grand de- 
sign," he says, and he describes his 
future as "a great blur." He still 


thinks he wants "to get out of this 
business," meaning the White House. 


There is no sign that any such thing 


is imminent, though some rumors 
would have him, for instance, replac- 
ing James Schlesingcr at the Defense 
Department, or, even less probably, 
aspiring to have the vice presidency. 
Ford had mentioned the possibility of 
nominating Rumsfeld for the vice 
presidency last year before Nelson 
Rockefeller was confirmed. But it 
seems unlikely that he would now 
seek that office from his present staff 
position in the White House. 


He has by no means ruled out re- 


turning to the search for elective of- 
fice. The first step back would have to 
be to reestablish himself in his homo 
state, Illinois; he could seek the gov- 
ernorship there in 1976, or the Senate 
seat now held by Sen. Adlai Stevenson 
III In 1980. 


Assuming that, as it appears, he is 


not going to leave the White House 
this year, the governorship is an un- 
likely option. 


If he chooses a contest for tha 


Senate seat in 1980, that allows him 
time to get out of government for a 
period and return to Chicago, to pri- 
vate life and to his political roots be- 
fore making the next attempt. He will 
then be 48, as will Senator Edward 
Kennedy and doubtless ambitious for 
higher things.

Civil Rights Act in 1964. He was ac- 
tive in congressional reform. He sup- 
ported the idea of an all-volunteer 
army before it became generally ac- 
cepted. He advocated greater access 
for the public to government informa- 
tion. 


Still, it was a conservative outlook 


combined with political pragmatism 
that brought him to the fore in the 
first Nixon Administration. He was in 
his fourth term in Congress and his 
district was considered safe. But his 
Involvement in an unsuccessful move 
to displace Les Arcnds as minority 
whip and in another, successful one 
against Charles Halleck as minority 
leader won him enough resentment 
from the Republican old guard in the 
House to block his advancement 
there. He was ready to leave Con- 
gress by 1969. 


He agreed to give up his seat when 


President Nixon offered him, in addi- 
tion to the Job of running the Office of 
Economic Opportunity, an appoint- 
ment as assistant to the president, 
cabinet rank, and membership of the 
Domestic Council. 


The Office of Economic Opportuni- 


ty, the poverty agency, came under 
fire from Nixon's White House, and 
Rumsfeld also drew criticism from 
the defenders of the poverty program 
i when he sacked Terry Lenzner, the 
national director of the agency's legal 
services, in a manner that suggested 
political pressure from Nixon's pri- 
vate circle. His defense was that run-' 
ning the'agency was a matter of 
"management, not politics."

Charged with trespassing 


County won't let lesbians wed

Two women who said they were les- 


bians were arrested for trespassing at 
the County Building Monday while 
protesting their failure to obtain a li- 
cense to marry. 


The women hugged each other as 


they staged a sit-down strike In front 
of a clerk's window in the second floor 
office of tho Marriage License Bu- 
reau. They were ejected by Sheriff's 
police at 5 p.m. when the office 
closed. They were issued a summons 
to appear in 3rd District Court, Nilcs, 


today at 9:30 a.m. 


"Marriage is the most meaningful 


way to declare my love for this wom- 
an," Nancy Davis, 22, said of Toby 
Schnclter. 


THE TWO WOMEN, who live to- 


gether in a near North Side apart- 
ment, said they would not cat again 
until they receive a license. They had 
soup and toast for breakfast about 6 
a.m. before they arrived downtown at 
noon. 


Tho license bureau refused to give 


the women the document they sought 


School lunch menus 


because County law prohibits persons 
of the same sex from getting married. 


Miss Davis said the Illinois law is in 


violation of the U.S. Constitution and 
that they have a "democratic right" 
to take the marriage vows. They took 
tho course of action they did "because 
we so desperately want a license," 
Miss Davis added. 


COMPLICATING THE situation Is 


the admission by the women that 
Toby Schneltcr is already married 
and, therefore, the couple couldn't get 
a license, anyway. 


"I don't want to spend $600 on an 


annulment process if they won't give 
us a marriage license," Mrs. Schnel- 
tcr said. "What we want is an affida- 
vit to guarantee they will give us a 
l i c e n s e if an annulment goes 
through." 


MRS. SCHNE1TER was married in 


Chicago in 1974 but said she hasn't 
seen her husband since a few days 
after the ceremony. She met Miss 
Davis last March. Both women are 
unemployed and share an apartment 
with other friends. 


The women's course of action was 


calculated to bring the matter before 
the public and was announced In a 
news release Issued last week by the 
Gay Rights Action Coalition.

I keep getting letters asking 
about it being in nuts. It is not. The 
rub is that excess fat in the diet, par- 
ticularly saturated fat found in animal 
fat, stimulates the liver to form in- 
creased amounts of cholesterol. Ex- 
cess calories may do the same thing. 


Your doctor is right to put you on a 


diet. It may help lower your choles- 
terol level, and it should be lowered. 


Cholesterol is formed chiefly by the 


liver. The liver acts in many ways as 
a regulator of blood cholesterol. In 
some people with certain inherited 
characteristics the liver tends to form 
more cholesterol, even if the person is 
skinny and on a good diet. In other 
persons, even when obese, the liver 
seems not to form so much cholester-' 
ol. This may be a genetic factor, just 
as diabetes can be.

One of nation's largest 5 
ghost towns gets new life jj 


by BILL FARMER 


JEROME, Ariz. — Hanging on for 


dear life from the cliffs of an Arizona 
mountain Is one of the largest and 
newest and most densely populated 
(550 souls) ghost towns in America. 


It Is Jerome, near Proscott. 
Fifty years ago, Jcromo was home 


to 15,000 persons as they wrung out 
more than n Si billion worth of cop- 
per, gold, silver, zinc and lead from 
Mingus mountain. 


nv THE 1930s, the mines had been 


exhausted and tho town was aban- 
doned. A few sporadic re-openings 
failed to return Jerome to its glory. 


Today, visitors are breathing new 


llfo into tho ghost town, since most of 
the old buildings, weathered and 
abandoned, remain intact, clinging 
precariously to tho sunriso side of 
Cleopatra Hill and overlooking the 
spectacular Verde River Valley that 
has carved a ribbon of desert color 
between Jcromo and Scdona, Ariz. 


Several old homes have been re- 


stored and are finding new popularity 
as retirement dwellings. Shops and 
stores, too, are again alive with mer- 
chandise and customers. 


Jerome Is not an artificial reproduc- 


tion of what life was like at the turn 
of the century. It is the real thing. 


THE PERSONALITY of the Old 


West — which is not that far bygone 
In youthful Arizona — Is very much in 
evidence as a person strolls the steep, 
winding streets. It was a town of sa- 
loons and "salons" and of opera 
houses and churches. 


And, of course, there is the jail. Or 


at least what's left of it. The jail at 
Jerome, you sco, began sliding off tho 
mountainside for some reason and its 
ruins lean toward gravity's continuing 
tug as visitors wonder aloud whether 
any lucky inmates were granted a 
pardon from Providence when the cell 
walls crumbled.

Contractors who have not been paid 


for bills for the 1974 Illinois State Fair 
are not entitled to their money, Illi- 
nois Atty. Gen. William J. Scott said 
in a recent opinion.

Scott issued the opinion at the 


requsst of Auditor General Robert G. 
Cronson. Scott said in the opinion that 
all contracts entered into by the State 
Fair Agency for the 1974 fair are void. 


Scott said the agency had violated 


the Illinois Purchasing Act by not 
having rules or regulations for letting 


contracts; by letting contracts in ex- 
cess of appropriations; and by not ha- 
ving a certificate of compliance from 
the Secretary of State. 


Scott said legislation to provide pay- 


ment of almost $1 million in debts 
that exceeded the fair agency's appro- 
priation is not applicable. He said the 
legislation was aimed at providing 
payment for claims that were void for 
lack of appropriation, but would not 
a u t h o r i z e payment for contracts 
voided for other reasons.

School officials Monday said they

>• • U.S; Supreme'Court has upheld the 


right of schools to use corporal pun- 
ishment. 


The high court, In a brief order 


Monday, refused to overturn an ap- 
peals court decision on P case of a 
Gibsonvllle, N.C., woman who 
claimed her son was subjected to 
"cruel 
and unusual punishment" 


" when he was paddled by his teacher. 


Virginia Baker filed suit in 1373 af- 


tor her son, then in the sixth grade, 
was prfddlcd on the buttocks with a 
wooden drawer divider after he threw 


a ball in violation of school rules. 


THE APPEALS COURT rejected 


Mrs. Baker's claim that her son was 
subjected to "cruel and unusual pun- 
ishment!' in violation of the Con- 
stitution. 


The court said "reasonable corporal 


punishment for disciplinary, purposes" 
is permissible, but said, "except for 
those acts, of misconduct which are so 
antisocial or disruptive in nature as to 
shock the conscience" the student 
must be given certain due process 
rights. 


Corporal punishment has been ruled 


legal by numerous court decisions in 
Illinois. A move by the Illinois Gener- 


al Assembly to outlaw the practice 
was defeated last spring. 


The Illinois Office of Education has 


a rule which says a parent may spec- 
ifically forbid school officials to use . 
corporal punishment on his child. Offi- 
cials of the state office did not com- 
ment Monday on what effect the court 
ruling will have on that rule. 


Several local school officials said 


their districts have written policies 
against corporal punishment or ac- 
tively discourage its use. Supt. Roger 
Bardwell of Elk Grove Township Dist. 
59 said, "We discourage that kind of 
way of solving problems of pupil be- 
havior," and said the court ruling 
would not change that. 


SUPT. EARL Sutter of Mount Pros- 


pect Dlst. 57 said, "I wouldn't think it 
(the decision) would have any sub- 
stantial effect on our operation. As a 
method of pupil control it (corporal 
punishment) has serious 'limitations. 
Ordinarily we would be hopeful that 
we would have more effective 
means/' 


Supt. John Fridlund of River Trails 


Dist., 26 said that district makes no 
mention of corporal punishment in its 
discipline policies, but does say dis- 
cipline should have an "educational 
.orientation" and "a basis in ration- 
ality."

Mikva's campaign for Congress in 
1974, has reviewed prices at the same 
group of chain supermarkets. The 
prices recorded In April, 1975 were 
the lowest reported so far this year, 
according to a spokesman for Mikva. 


Mikva suggested one way to slow 


the constant rise in food prices would 
be to put a tighter reign on.the sale of 
U S. grain to Russia and other foreign 
countries. 


"We should not allow private nego- 


, tlations of our grain companies to re- 


sult in higher food prices for the 
American consumer," Mikva said.

sentatives of homeowners groups and 


ICC officials. Thirty days notice of the 
meetings is required. 


• Distribute consumer information 


to customers with their bills. The in- 
formation should include discussion of 
hot water heater and water softener 
maintenance. 


• Actively attempt to prosecute 


persons who wrongfully open hy- 
drants, thus stirring up the water dis- 
tribution system. 


"The parties have agreed that con- 


tinued litigation of this cause would 
be protracted, unproductive, time'con- 
suming, costly and not in the public 
interest," the settlement proposal 
states.

Monday, refused to overturn an ap- 
peals court decision on a case of a 
Glbsonville, N.C., woman who 
claimed her son was subjected to 
"cruel and unusual punishment" 
when he was paddled by.hls teacher. 


Virginia Baker filed suit in 1973 af- 


ter her son, then in the sixth grade, 
was paddled on the buttocks with a 
wooden drawer divider after he threw

a ball in violation of school rules. 


THE APPEALS COURT rejected 


Mrs. Baker's claim that her son was 
subjected to "cruel and unusual pun- 
ishment" in violation of the Con- 
stitution. 


The court said "reasonable corporal 


punishment for disciplinary purposes" 
is permissible, but sold, "except for 
those acts of misconduct which ore so 
antisocial 6r disruptive in nature as to 
shock the conscience" the student 
must be given certain due process 
rights. 


Corporal punishment has buen ruled 


legal by numerous court decisions in 
Illinois. A move by the Illinois'Gener- 


al Assembly to outlaw the practice 
was defeated last spring. 
/, 


The Illinois Office of Education has 


a rule which says a parent may spec- 
ifically forbid school officials to use 
corporal punishment on his child. Offi- 
cials of the state office did not com- 
ment Monday on what effect the court 
ruling will have on that rule. 


Several local school officials said 


their districts have written policies 
against corporal punishment or ac- 
tively discourage its use. Supt. Roger 
Bardwen of Elk Grove Township Dist. 
59 said, "We discourage that kind of 
way of solving problems of pupil be- 
havior," and said the court ruling 
would not change that. 


SUPT. EARL Sutler of Mount Pros- 


pect Dist. 57 said, "I wouldn't think it 
(the decision) would have any sub- 
stantial effect on our operation. As a 
method of pupil control it (corporal 
punishment) has serious limitations. 
Ordinarily we would be hopeful that 
we w o u l d have more effective 
mean;." 


Supt. John Fridlund of River Trails 


Dist. 26 said that district makes no 
mention of corporal punishment in its 
discipline policies, but does say dis- 
cipline should have an "educational 
orientation" and "a basis in ration- 
ality." 


Fridlund said, "My first reaction is 


that (the court) decision is a good de- 
cision that makes the school respon- 
sible for the behavior of students 
aside from the question of corporal 
punishment." 


Several school officials said the 


need for a teacher to physically re- 
strain a student during a fight is much 
more likaly to occur than corporal 
punishment. 


Bruce Altergott, associate superin- 


tendent for High School Dist. 211, 
said, "As a general rule we do not 
believe in corporal punishment," but 
said a student may be restrained for 
his own protection or the protection of 
others.

additional state old the district receiv- 
es over and above the $902,000 district 
officials now say they expect to re- 
ceive, Bates said. 


If Gov. Daniel Walker's state educa- 


tion budget cuts are restored by the 
Illinois General Assembly, teachers 
could receive en additional $10,000 for 
across-the-board Increases, Bates 
«akt, That money would be divided 
among teachers for one across-the- 
board raise payable in June. Those 
raises would vary between .08 and 
1.14 per cent, or about $120 per teach- 
er, Bates said. 


Board members, unanimously ap-

THE BOARD'S APPROVAL went

The commission 
cited testimony from two years ago, 
when toning for the land was ap- 
proved, which said terminal doors 
would be limited to 44. 


Village Atty. John Burke, in a writ- 


ten opinion to the board, said the vil- 
lage could not restrict the number of 
doors in the terminal because this 
condition was not specified in the spe- 
cial use permit granting the zoning. 


Commission chairman William Ro- 


gers told the board the number of 
doors posed a potential for 88 trucks 
and more than 100 trailers to be 
parked in the area, which is not in 
line with original traffic surveys pre- 
sented two years ago. Traffic studies 
cited a potential for 25'trucks and 25 
to 40 trailers parked overnight, based 
on a 25-door terminal which had been 
discussed two years ago, Rogers said.

Board of Education Monday night de- 
' elded to return to the bargaining table 
. today 'after a Circuit Court judge re- 
fused to grant an injunction ordering 
teachers back to work. 


Despite the resumption of negotia- 


tions, schools will remain closed in 
the district today, while teachers con- 
tinue to picket until a contracjr settle- 
ment is reached. 


Formal negotiations are scheduled 


for 6 p.m. today, but Michael Hicks, a 
member of the union negotiating 
team, Monday night said "Informal 
talks" between the two sides would 
resume immediately. 


BOARD MEMBERS voted to return 


to the table, reversing their .earlier 
decision to not negotiate until teach- 
ers were back in the classrooms. 


"The judge today suggested one of 


the things we might do before the 
next hearing was to continue'negotia- 
tions, and we decided to follow his ad- 
vice," said Stewart Diamond, board 
attorney. 


"Ws were not ordered or required to 


negotiate, but we want to make it 
clear to the judge that we have been 
acting throughout in good faith," Dia- 
mond said. 


Diamond said board President Ed- 


gar 'Feldman's letter to the teachers 
threatening dismissal if they did not 
return to work Monday was still in 
effect but would not comment on 
when dismissal hearings would begin. 


CIRCUIT COURT Judge Walter R. 


Dahl Monday afternoon postponed a 
decision on the injunction to stop the 
strike until Wednesday at 3 p.m. He 
strongly urged the board to return to 
the bargaining table until a contract 
settlement is reached. 


"I can't, of course, direct the board 


of education, but I also can't permit 
the strike to continue forever," Dahl 
said. "I would hope that the parties 
negotiating these issues would meet in 
the meantime. I really think the 
board should negotiate." 


Dahl also said he was not convinced 


that "immediate and irreparable 
harm" would occur If the strike lasted 
a few more days and that he hoped 
the dispute might be resolved without 
the need for court intervention. 


He said if a settlement is not 


reached before Wednesday and he de- 
cides to grant an injunction, he would 
expect his order to be followed. 


TEACHERS HAVE said they will 


return to work If an Injunction Is 
granted. 


In requesting the injunction, Marvin 


Clink, board attorney, said teachers 
were "illegally striking." Glink said 
"We have 17,000 students in the dis- 
trict that are not being offered the 
education they deserve. Unilaterally 
the teachers decided to terminate the 
contract 'talks and unilaterally the 
teachers decided to call a strike. This 
must be stopped." 


Lawrenca Weimer, union attorney, 


said, "The board of education is com- 
ing into this court with unclean hands 
after violating their own agreement 
and bargaining hi bad faith." 


He said the teachers requested to 


call in a mediator, arbitrator or any 
independent third party.

ishment. 


The high court, In a brief order 


Monday, refused to overturn an ap- 
peals court decision on a case of a 
G l b s o n v l l l c , N.C., woman who 
claimed her son was subjected to 
"cruel 
and 
•> unusual punishment" 


when he was paddled by his teacher. 


Virginia Baker filed suit In 1973 af- 


ter her son, then In the sixth .grade, 
was paddled on the buttocks.with a 
wooden drawer divider after he threw 


a "ball in violation of school rules. 


THE APPEALS COURT rejected 


Mrs. Baker's claim that her son was 
subjected to "cruel and unusual pun- 
ishment" In violation of' the Con- 
stitution. 


The court said "reasonable corporal 


punishment for disciplinary purposes" 
Is permissible, but said, "except for 
those acts of misconduct which are so 
antisocial or disruptive in nature as to 
shock . the conscience" the student 
must be given certain due process 
rights. 


Corporal punishment has been ruled 


legal by numerous court decisions in 
Illinois. A move by the Illinois Gener- 


al Assembly to outlaw the. practice 
' was defeated last spring. 


The Illinois Office of Education has 


a rule which says a' parent may spec- 


' Iflcally forbid school officials to use 


corporal punishment oh his child. Offi- 
cials of the state office did not com- 


• ment Monday on what effect'the court 
ruling will have on that rule. 


Several local school officials said 


their districts have written policies 
against corporal punishment or ac- 
tively discourage its use. Supt. Roger 
Bardwell of Elk Grove Township Dist. 
59 said, "We discourage that kind of 
way of solving problems of 'pupil be- 
havior," and said the court ruling 
would not change that. 


SUPT. EARL Sutler of Mount Pros- 


pect Dist. 57 said, "I wouldn't think it 
(the decision) would have any sub- 
stantial effect on our operation. .As a 
-method of pupil control it (corporal 
punishment) has,serious limitations. 
Ordinarily we would be hopeful that 
we w o u l d have more effective, 
means." 


Supt. John Fridlund of River Trails 


Dist. 26 sold that district makes no 
mention of corporal punishment in its 
discipline policies, but does say dis- 
cipline should have an "educational 
orientation" and. "a basis in ration- 
ality." 


Fridlund said, "My first reaction is

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that (the court) decision is a good de- 
cision that, makes the school respon- 
sible for the behavior of students 
aside from the question of corporal 
punishment." 


Several school officials said the 


need for a teacher to physically re- 
strain a student during a fight is much 
more likely to occur than corporal 
punishment. 


Bruce Altergott, associate superin- 


tendent for High School Dist. 211, 
said, "As a general rule we do not 
believe in corporal punishment," but 
said a student may be restrained for 
his own protection or the protection of 
others.

Village may reject banks 
low-interest loan 
offers

Buffalo Grove officials may reject 


two low-Interest loan offers to com- 
plete work on the new public service 
center because of what was called 
"unfortunate" press coverage of loan 
discussions. 


The village finance committee was 


told Monday night that the Bank of 
Buffalo Grove has dropped from 6 to 5 
per cent, 1U Interest rate offer on a 
$330,000 loan tho village needs, match- 
Ing a similar offer by the Buffalo 
Grove National Bank. 


However, Village Mgr. Daniel Lar- 


son and Village Treasurer James 
Shirley recommended the offers be re- 
jected and new scaled bids be sought, 
even If It means a higher Interest rate 
on the loan. 


Seeking the new loan bids was 


colled "the only ethical thing to do" 
because of press coverage of the 


bank's offer and counter offers. 


THE MATTER will be introduced at 


the Oct. 27 village board meeting for 
final disposition.

Larson told the committee that the 


Bank of Buffalo Grove ngreed to 
amend its loan offer to match that of 
its competitor. Previously, the bank 
had offered to loan the village $300,000 
at a 6 per cent interest rate to com- 
plete work on the $620,000 public ser- 
vice center located at Raupp Boule- 
vard and Lake-Cook Road. 


That offer was made after the Buf- 


falo Grove National Bank dropped its 
Interest rate from 6% to 5 per cent, 
provided the village deposit all of its 
.accounts with that bank.,Larscn said 
the national bank lowered Its rates, 
after learning from an Oct. 10 Herald 
article that the village, was ready to 
accept the 6 per cent offer by the 
Bank of Buffalo Grove. , 


NOW IT IS possible that neither 


bank offer will be. accepted. "Al- 
though I'd like to keep our business in 
local banks, we should have solicited 
sealed bids on this kind of loan," Shir- 


" ley said. "Unfortunately, this got into 


the newspapers. This is a bad way to 
do business," he said.

loan offers from the two banks even 
though "it would probably result In a 
rate of interest in excess of 5 per 
cent."

The Buffalo Grove Park District 


may award a contract for excavation 
work at Cambridge Pork, Dundee and 
Buffalo Grove roads, before receiving 
$72,000 in federal park development 
funds earmarked for the project.

Suburbanites lost their power to 


veto county government spending 
Monday when county commissioners 
from Chicago outmancuvcred subur- 
ban board members.

The ordinance change wipes out any 


' benefit suburban residents received 
when a sixth suburban seat was 
created.

Carey to determine whether a lawsuit 
could successfully overturn the ordi- 
nance.

The Schaumburg Township Dist. 54 


Board of Education Monday night de- 
cided to return to the bargaining table 
today after a Circuit Court judge re- 
fused to grant an injunction ordering 
teachers back to work. 


Despite the resumption of negotia- 


tions, schools will remain closed in 
the district today, while teachers con- 
tinue to picket until a contract settle- 
ment is reached. 


Formal negotiations are scheduled 


for 6 p.m. today, but Michael Hicks, a 
member of the union negotiating 
team, Monday night said "informal 
talks" between the two sides would 
resume immediately. 


BOARD MEMBERS voted to return 


to the table, reversing their earlier 
decision to not negotiate until teach- 
ers were back in the classrooms. •' 


"The judge today suggested one of 


the things we might do before the 
next hearing was to continue negotia- 
tions, and we decided to follow his ad- 
vice," said Stewart Diamond, board 
attorney. 


"We were not ordered or required to 


negotiate, but we, want to make it 
clear to the judge that we have been 
acting throughout in good faith," Dia- 
mond said. 


Diamond said board President Ed- 


gar Feldman's letter to the teachers 
threatening dismissal if they did not 
return to work Monday was still in 
effect but would not comment on 
when dismissal hearings would begin. 


CIRCUIT COURT Judge Walter R. 


Dahl Monday afternoon postponed a 
decision on the injunction to stop the 
strike until Wednesday at 3 p.m. He 
strongly urged the board to return to 
the bargaining table until a contract 
settlement is reached. 


"I can't, of course, direct the board 


of education, but I also can't permit 
the strike to continue forever," Dahl 
said. "I would hope that the parties 
negotiating these issues would meet in 
the meantime. I really think the 
board should negotiate."

"I'm rather disappointed the board 


turned down mediation. It is a process 
that can work and has," he said. 


Teachers walked out Friday after 


marathon contract negotiations ear- 
lier in the week. Teachers are re- 
questing a 12.9 per cent salary in- 
ciease with the board offering a 9.4 
per cent raise. Both increases include 
a 5 per cent annual raise given to 
teachers for an additional year of ex- 
perience. 


TEACHERS CLAIM the district has 


a $4 million surplus in the education 
fund to pay for raises and that their 
request will not increase taxes in the 
district. District officials have said 
that all but $1.5 million of the surplus 
is committed to other things and the 
remainder is needed as a normal cash 
balance necessary for operations. 


Informal talks conducted by ne- 


gotiators by telephone during the 
weekend, reportedly brought both 
sides to a salary agreement. Accord- 
ing to sources the agreement was 
eventually rejected by the board over 
"matters of principle" although they 
did agree to a salary figure. 


About 700 of the 900 teachers in the 


district went out on strike Friday. 
Monday union officials reported that 
about the same number of teachers 
continued to strike despite the board's 
threat.

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Supreme Court upholds schools' right to paddle 


School officials Monday said they 


expect no Increase In the amount of 
paddling In locul schools now that the 
U.S. Supreme Court has upheld the 
right of schools to use corporal pun- 
ishment. 


The high court, In a brief order 


Monday, refused to overturn an ap- 
peals court decision on a case of a 
G l b s o n v i l l c , N.C., woman who 
claimed her son was subjected to 
"cruel and unusual punishment" 
when he was paddled by his teacher. 


Virginia Baker filed suit in 1973 af- 


ter her son, then in the sixth grade, 
was paddled on the buttocks with a 
wooden drawer divider after he threw 


MORNING1. 


a ball In violation of school rules. 


THE APPEALS COURT rejected 


Mrs. Baker's claim that her son was 
subjected to "cruel and unusual pun- 
ishment" in violation of the Con- 
stitution. 


The court said "reasonable corporal 


punishment for disciplinary purposes" 
is permissible, but said, "except for 
those acts of misconduct which are so 
antisocial or disruptive In nature as to 
shock the conscience" the student 
must be given certain due process 
rights. 


Corporal punishment has been ruled 


legal by numerous court decisions in 
Illinois. A move by the Illinois Gener- 


al Assembly to outlaw the practice 
was defeated last spring. 


The Illinois Office of Education has 


a rule which says a parent may spec- 
ifically forbid school officials to use 
corporal punishment on his child. Offi- 
cials of the state office did not com- 
ment Monday on what effect the court 
ruling will have on that rule. 


Several local school officials said 


their districts have written policies 
against corporal punishment or ac- 
tively discourage its use. Supt. Roger 
Bardwell of Elk Grove Township Dist. 
59 said, "We discourage that kind of 
way of solving problems of pupil be- 
havior," and said the court ruling 
would not change that. 


SUPT. EARL Sutler of Mount Pros- 


pect Dist. 57 said, "I wouldn't think it 
(the decision) would have any sub- 
stantial effect on our operation. As a ' 
method of pupil control it (corporal 
'punishment) has serious limitations. 
Ordinarily we would be hopeful that 
we w o u l d have more effective 
means." 


Supt. John Fridlund of River Trails 


Dist. 26 said that district makes no 
mention of corporal punishment in its 
discipline policies, but does say dis- 
cipline should have an "educational 
orientation" and "a basis in ration- 
ality." 


Fridlund said, "My first reaction is 
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that (the court) decision is a good de- 
cision that makes the school respon- 
sible for the behavior of students 
aside from the question of corporal 
punishment." 


Several school officials said the 


need for a teacher to physically re- 
strain a student during a fight is much 
more likely to occur than corporal 
punishment. 


Bruce Altergott, associate superin- 


tendent for High School Dist. 211, 
said, "As a general rule we do not 
believe in corporal punishment," but 
said a student may be restrained for 
his own protection or the protection of 
others.

"The judge today suggested one of 


the things we might do before the 
next hearing was to continue negotia- 
tions, and we decided to follow his ad- 
vice," said Stewart Diamond, board 
attorney. 


"Wo were not ordered or required to 


negotiate, but we want to moke-It- 
clear to the judge that we have been 
acting throughout in good faith," Dia- 
mond said. 


Resident raps Edison 
for damage to his tree

Ralph Allen has always tried to be a 


nico guy. 


Whenever the Commonwealth Edi- 


son Co. crews have asked to cut 
across his property, 310 Wcstview St., 
Hoffman Estates, to get to one of 
their transformers, ho has consented . 
. . even though workmen weren't al- 
ways careful about trodding on and 
damaging the lawn. 


So when the electric company's 


crew came last Thursday asking to 
trim Allen's willow branches from 
near Commonwealth Edison power 
tines. Mrs. Allen consented, thinking 
that a "trim" meant just that. Instead 
the crew cut down more than half the 
tree. 


Now there Is barely more than a tree 


stump left of a once 16-foot high, 17- 
year-old willow, and Allen can't dis- 
mis* the action the way the power 
company apparently has. 


Allen came to the Hoffman Estates 


Village Board Monday night not so 
much to find restitution, but to enlist 
support and warn other residents of 
what luppencd to him and could hap- 
pen again. 


"I have a feeling there arc more 


people in the village who have been 
put upon and I think everybody thinks 
'Big Brother' can't be touched," he 
told them. "I'm compelled to reach 
out and say something about it before 
It happens to someone else." 


Allen said the tree trimming service 


crew had been sent to his home by

branches near power lines. The tree is 
located several feet within his proper- 
ty line and within the utility's five-foot 
casement. 


"When my wife saw what they were 


doing, she told them to stop. But the 
man kept right on cutting," he told 
the board. 


Only about 7 feet of the willow re- 


mains and Allen said the tree could 
die. 


"It was willful destruction of my 


property," he said. 


"I've called them (the company) 


and all I've gotten is the runaround. 
They don't know who I am." 


Allen knows no money can replace 


or correct the action now. Village Atty. 
Edward Hofcrt said, too, that while 
there could be grounds for legal action 
the casement rights of utilities are far 
reaching and could shield the com- 
pany if it were challenged. 


But Allen come to the village Mon- 


day night to air his story and to warn 
others. The board's sympathy and de- 
cision lo write the utility in Allen's 
behalf may help. At least it may 
mean another resident won't have to 
face the same situation. 


Because even though to some it 


may havo been "just a tree," the 
backyard, stately arbor, 
that he 


planted himself 17 years ago, meant 
more to Allen. 


"I could have sat back like a lot of 


people and said nothing," he said 
Monday night. "It's just a personal 
feeling I have." 


Diamond said board President Ed- 


gar Fcldman's letter to the teachers 
threatening dismissal if they did not 
return to work'Monday was still in 
effect but would not comment on 
when dismissal hearings would begin. 


CIRCUIT COURT Judge Walter R. 


Dahl Monday afternoon postponed a 
decision on the injunction to stop the 
strike until Wednesday at 3 p.m. He 
strongly urged the board to return to 
the bargaining table until a contract 
settlement is reached. 


—"I can't, of course, direct the board 


of education, but I also can't permit 
the strike to continue forever," Dahl 
said. "I would hope that the parties 
negotiating these issues would meet in 
the meantime. I really think the 
board should negotiate." - 


Dahl also said he was not convinced 


that 
"immediate and irreparable 


harm" would occur If the strike lasted 
a few more days and that he hoped 
the dispute might be resolved without 
the need for court intervention. 


He said if a settlement is not 


reached before Wednesday and he de- 
cides to grant an injunction, he would 
expect his order to be followed. 


TEACHERS HAVE said they will 


return to work if an injunction is 
granted. 


In requesting the injunction, Marvin

Suburbs lose veto power in county

Suburbanites lost their power to 


veto county government 
spending

ban commissioners with no power to

It brings 
to an end a one-year period in which 
suburban commissioners theoretically 
were able to veto expenditures of 
more than $5,000, as long as they 
voted as a bloc. 


The ordinance change wipes out any 


benefit suburban residents received 
when a sixth* suburban seat was 
created. 


THE FIVE Republican commission- 


ers who attended Monday's board 


meeting said they would meet with 
c o u n t y State's Attorney Bernard 
Carey to determine whether a lawsuit 
could successfully overturn the ordi- 
nance. 


The vote to change the two-thirds 


vote for spending followed party lines. 


Immediate effects of the ordinance 


will include,scuttling a Republican 
plan to force major cuts in the 1976 
county budget to be approved in De- 
c e ra b e r. Suburban commissioners 
said Monday that without their six- 


seat veto they will not be able to stop 
any specific appropriation.

"But If Ida B. Vogclei can't be convinced to give me an case- 


ment, I will present a legal petition for disconnection from Hoffman 
Estates. If they can't service the property then I can't understand 
why they insist on holding on to it," Burmis said. 


The problem started several years ago when Burmls purchased 


the three-quarter acre site for $100,000 from Mrs. Vogelei, who still 
holds other surrounding properties. At the time of purchase, Bur- 
mls said he was told there were sewer and water lines In front of 
the property.

Supreme Court upholds schools' right to paddle 


School officials Monday said they 


expect no Increase In the amount of 
paddling In local schools now that the 
U.S. Supremo Court has upheld the 
right of schools to use corporal pun- 
ishment. 


The high court, In a brief order 


Monday, refused to overturn an ap- 
peals court decision on a case of a 
G l b s o n v i l l c , N.C., woman who 
claimed her son was subjected to 
"cruel and unusual 
punishment" 


when he was paddled by his teacher. 


Virginia Baker filed suit in 1073 af- 


ter her son, then in the sixth grade, 
was paddled on the buttocks with a 
wooden drawer divider after he threw

a ball in violation of school rules. 


THE APPEALS COURT rejected 


Mrs. Baker's* claim that her son was 
subjected to "cruel and unusual pun- 
ishment" in violation of the Con- 
stitution. 


The court said "reasonable corporal 


punishment for'disciplinary purposes" 
is permissible, but sold, "except for 
those acts of misconduct which are so 
antisocial or disruptive in nature as to 
shock the conscience" the. student 
must be given certain due process 
rights. 


Corporal punishment has been ruled 


legal by numerous court decisions in 
Illinois. A move by the Illinois Gener- 


al Assembly to outlaw the practice 
was defeated last spring. 


The Illinois Office of Education has 


a rule which says a-parent may spec- 
ifically forbid school officials to use 
corporal punishment on his child. Offi- 
cials of the state office did not com- 
ment Monday on what effect the court 
ruling will have on that rule. 


Several local school officials said 


their districts have written policies 
against corporal punishment or ac- 
tively discourage-Its use. Supt. Roger 
Bardwell of Elk Grove Township Dist. 
59 said, "We discourage that" kind of 
way of solving problems of pupil be- 
havior," and said the court ruling 
would not change that. 


SUPT. EARL Sutter of Mount Pros- 


pect Dist. 57 said, "I wouldn't think it 
(the decision) would have any sub- 
stantial effect'on our operation. As a 
method of pupil control it (corporal 
punishment) has serious limitations. 
Ordinarily we would be hopeful that 
we w o u l d have more 
effective 


means." 


* Supt. John Fridlund of River Trails 
Dist. 26 said that district makes no 
mention of corporal punishment in its 
discipline policies, but does say dis- 
cipline should have an "educational 
orientation" and "a basis in ration- 
ality." 


Fridlund said, "My first reaction 'is 


that (the court) decision is a good de- 
cision that makes the school respon- 
sible for the behavior of students 
aside from the question of corporal 
punishment." 


Several school officials said the 


need for a teacher to physically re- 
strain a student during a fight is much 
more likely to occur than corporal 
punishment. 


Bruce Altergott, associate superin- 


tendent for High School Dist. 211, 
said, "As a general rule we do not 
believe in corporal punishment," but 
said a student may be restrained for 
his own protection or the protection of 
others.

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Supreme Court upholds schools' right to paddle 


School officials Monday said they 


expect no increase in the amount of 
paddling In local schools now that the 
U.S. Supremo Court has upheld the 
right of schools to use corporal pun- 
ishment. 


The high court, in a brief order 


Monday, refused to overturn an ap- 
peals court decision on a case of a 
C l b s o n v l l l o , N.C., woman who 
claimed her son was subjected to 
"cruel and unusual 
punishment" 


when ho was paddled by his teacher. 


Virginia Baker filed suit In 1973 af- 


ter her son, then In the sixth grade, 
was paddled on tho buttocks with a 
wooden drawer divider after he threw 


oo MORNING'. 


a ball in violation of school rules. 


THE APPEALS COURT rejected 


Mrs. Baker's claim that her son was 
subjected to "cruel and unusual pun- 
ishment" in violation of the. Con- 
stitution. 


The court said "reasonable corporal 


punishment for disciplinary purposes" 
is permissible, but said, "except for 
those acts of misconduct which are so 
antisocial or disruptive in nature as to 
shock the conscience" the student 
must bo given certain due process 
rights. 


Corporal punishment has been ruled 


legal by numerous court decisions in 
Illinois. A move by the Illinois Gener- 


al Assembly to outlaw the practice 
was defeated last spring. 


The Illinois. Office of Education has 


a'rule which says a parent may spec- 
ifically forbid school officials to use 
corporal punishment on his child. Offi- 
cials of the state office did not com- 
ment Monday ori what effect the court 
ruling will have on that rule. 


Several, local school officials said 


their districts have written policies 
against corporal punishment or ac- 
tively discourage its use. Supt. Roger 
Bardwell of Elk Grove Township Dist. 
59 said, "We discourage that kind of 
way of solving problems of pupil be- 
havior," and said the court ruling 
would not change that 


The 


SUPT. EARL Suiter of Mount Pros- 


pect Dist. 57 said, "I wouldn't think it 
(the decision) would have any sub- 
stantial effect on our operation. As a 
method of pupil control it (corporal 
punishment) has serious limitations. 
Ordinarily we would be hopeful that 
we w o u l d have more 
effective 


means." 


Supt. John Fridlund of River Trails 


Dist. 26 said that district makes no 
mention of corporal punishment in its 
discipline policies, but does say dis- 
cipline should have an "educational 
orientation" and "a basis in ration- 
ality." 


Fridlund said, "My first reaction is 
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that (the court) decision is a good de- 
cision that makes the school respon- 
sible for the behavior of students 
aside from the question of corporal 
punishment." 


Several school officials said the 


need for a teacher to physically re- 
strain a student during a fight is much 
more likely to occur than corporal 
punishment. 


Bruce Altcrgott, associate superin- 


tendent for High School Dist. "21l", 
said, "As a general rule we do not 
believe in corporal punishment," but 
said a student may be restrained for 
his own protection or the protection of 
others.

'more than $5,000, as long as they 
voted as a bloc. 


The ordinance change wipes out any 


benefit suburban residents received 
when a sixth suburban seat was 
created. • 


THE FIVE Republican commission- 


ers who attended Monday's board 


meeting said they would meet with 
county State's Attorney Bernard 
Carey to determine whether a lawsuit 
could successfully overturn the ordi- 
nance. 


The vote to change the two-thirds 


vote for spending followed party lines. 


Immediate effects of the ordinance 


will include scuttling a Republican 
plan to force major cuts in the 1976 
county budget to be approved in De- 
c e m b e r. Suburban commissioners 
said Monday that without their six- 


seat veto they will not be able to stop 
any specific appropriation. 


"What impact can you have on the 


budget if you're robbed of your 
vote?"

expect no Increase In the amount of 
paddling In local schools now that the 
U.S. Supremo Court has upheld the 
right of schools to use corporal pun- 
ishment. 


The high court, in a brief order 


Monday, refused to overturn an ap- 
peals court decision on a case of a 
G l b s o n v i l l c , N.C., woman who 
claimed her son was subjected to 
"cruel 
and 
unusual punishment" 


when he was paddled by his teacher. 


Virginia Baker filed suit In 1973 af- 


ter her son, then in the sixth grade, 
was paddled on tho buttocks with a 
wooden drawer divider after he threw 


a ball in violation of school rules. 


THE .APPEALS COURT-rejected 


Mrs. Bake?s claim that her son was 
subjected to "cruel and unusual pun- 
ishment" in violation of the Con- 
stitution. 


The court said "reasonable corporal 


punishment for disciplinary purposes" 
is permissible, but said, "except for 
those acts of misconduct which are so 
antisocial or disruptive in nature as to 
shock the conscience" the student 
must be given certain due process 
rights. ' 


Corporal punishment has been ruled 


legal by numerous court decisions In 
Illinois. A move by the Illinois Gener- 


al Assembly to outlaw the practice 
was defeated last spring. 


The Illinois Office of Education has 


a rule which says a parent may spec- 
ifically forbid school officials to" use 
corporal punishment on his child. Offi- 
cials of the state office did not com- 
ment Monday on what effect the court 
ruling will have on that rule. 


Several local school officials said 


their districts have written policies 
against corporal punishment or ac- 
tively discourage its use. Supt. Roger 
Bardwell of Elk Grove Township Dist*. 
59 said, "We discourage that kind of 
way of solving problems of pupil be- 
havior," and said the court ruling 
would not change that. 


SUPT. EARL Sutler of Mount Pros- 


pect Dist. 57 said, "I wouldn't think it 
(the decision) would have any sub- 
stantial effect on our operation As a _ 
method of pupil control it (corporal 
punishment) has serious limitations. 
Ordinarily we would be hopeful that 
we w o u l d have more 
effective 


means." 


Supt. John Fridlund of River Trails 


Dist. 26 said that district makes no 
mention of, corporal punishment in its 
discipline policies, but does say dis- 
cipline should have an "educational 
orientation" and "a basis in ration- 
ality." 


Fridlund said, "My first reaction is 


that (the court) decision is a good de- 
cision that makes the school respon- 
sible for the behavior of students 
aside from the question of .corporal, 
punishment." 


Several school officials said the 


need for a teacher to physically re- 
strain a student during a fight is much 
more likely to occur than corporal 
punishment. 


Bruce Altergott, associate superin- 


tendent for High School Dist. 211, 
said, "As a general rule we do not 
believe in corporal punishment," but 
said a student may be restrained for 
his own protection or the protection of 
others.

chief spokesman for the teacher nego- 
tiating (cam. 


The money will be divided to pro- 


vide all veteran Dist. 23 teachers with 
a 6 per cent across-the-board raise, 
plus a merit award of $489, $390, or 
$235, depending on the level of their 
evaluations last year, Bates said. 


NEW TEACHERS will now start at 


a base salary of $8,950 with a bach- 
elor's degree and no experience, or at 
$9,502 with fc master's degree and no 
experience. 


IN ADDITION to the $90,000 salary 


settlement, the agreement will pro- 
vide teachers with 21.5 per cent of any 
additional state aid the district receiv- 
es over and above the $902,000 district

sentatives of homeowners groups and 
ICC officials. Thirty days notice of the 
meetings is required. 


• Distribute consumer information 


to customers with their bills. The in- 
formation should Include discussion of 
hot water heater and water softener 
maintenance. 


• Actively attempt to prosecute 


persons who wrongfully open hy- 
drants, thus stirring up the water dis- 
tribution system. 


"Tho parties have agreed that con- 


tinued litigation of this cause would 
be protracted, unproductive, time con- 
suming, costly and not in the public 
interest," Jhe settlement proposal 
states.

Suburbanites lost their.power to

for 6 p.m. today, but Michael Hicks, a 
member of the union negotiating 
team, Monday night said "informal 
talks" between the two sides would 
resume immediately. 


BOARD MEMBERS voted to return 


to the table, reversing their earlier 
decision to not negotiate until teach- 
ers were back in the classrooms. 


"The judge today suggested'one of 


the things we might do before the 
next hearing was to continue negotia- 
tions, and we decided to follow his ad- 
vice," said Stewart Diamond, board 
attorney. 


"Ws were not ordered or required to 


negotiate, but we want to make it 
clear to the judge that we have been 
acting throughout in good faith," Dia- 
mond said. 


Diamond said board President Ed- 


gar Feldman's letter to the teachers 
threatening, dismissal if they did not 
return to work Monday was still in 
effect but would not comment on 
when dismissal hearings would begin. 


CIRCUIT COURT Judge Walter R. 


Dahl Monday afternoon postponed a 
decision on the injunction to stop the 
strike until Wednesday at 3 p.m. He 
strongly .urged the board to return to 
the bargaining table until a contract 
settlement is reached. 


"I can't, of course, direct the board 


of education, but I also can't permit 
the strike to continue 'forever," Dahl 
said. "I would hope that the parties 
negotiating these issues would meet in 
the meantime. I really think the 
board should negotiate."

after violating their own agreement 
and bargaining in bad faith." 


He said the teachers requested to 


call in a mediator, arbitrator or any 
independent third party. The board 
refused. 


He said the court should not inter- 


fere until help from a third party is 
sought. 


R I C H A R D MARTWICK, county 


schools superintendent, attended the 
hearing to testify for the teachers' 
union. "The process of mediation 
would hopefully get both sides back to 
the bargaining table," he said before 
the hearing. "It is another vehicle to 
solving the problem — one that is bet- 
ter than the process of injunction.
